British Prime 
Minister Sees

Minister Harold Wilson arrived 
in Berlin today for tho first visit 
a British government head has 
paid to this divided city in 16 
years.

Wilson is under leftwing pres­ 
sure to cut

and was expected to bring up 
the question of Britain's 51.000- 
man Rhine army. He has .-aid

was posing an ‘‘impossible and 
appalling” burden on Britain’s 
sick economy. 
It costs about $250 million a 
year in foreign currency. In re­ 
turn, the Germans spend about 
$70 million annually on British 
m ilitary goods.

Wilson may tell Erhard that 
the Rhine army went to West 
Germany not prim arily to de­ 
fend Europe, but to reassure the 
French against the possibility of 
runaway German rearmament.

Helping Ourselves 


Nearly everyone in the Upper Peninsula must knew 
that wood industries are the greatest source of income 
here. 
The economists say that they’re also among 
the brightest prospects for industrial growth in the 
future. 
Dr. Hereford Garland, director of the Institute of 
\\ «K)d Research at Michigan Tech says that the least 
understood element of the timber economy is the woof 
cutter. Both tile forest and wood industry are depend­ 
ent upon the logger who cuts the tree, saws the stem 
into logs or bolts and delivers this rough product to 
the yard on the manufacturing plant. 
The logger is in a position of great influence aw 
deserves intensive study if the timber industry is to 
flourish here. He is much less a “professional” than he 
used to be (oddly enough in a nation increasingly speci­ 
alized and “professionalized,”) he’s apt to be a moon­ 
lighter and part-time worker, to cut poor logs and to 
be careless al>out safety. Dr. G a r la n d calls U. P. logging 
“probably the le a st s u p e r v is e d and, generally, m o s t 
poorly managed segment of the forest industries.”

T h i s s h o u ld he o f general concern because of the 
importance and p o t e n t i a l of wood industry. Blit it seems 
not to be recognized in our government educational pro­ 
grams to upgrade skills or create jobs. We are training 
mechanics, machinists, welders, cooks and bakers, ap­ 
pliance repairmen and other workers, but no lumber­ 
jacks in a wood industry area. 
We have thousands of persons on the unemploy­ 
ment rolls listed as job seekers and at the same time 
we have wood industries which won’t be able to operate 
at full job-making capacity this year because there’s 
such a labor shortage in the woods that they won’t be 
able to get as much timber as they need. 
Something is seriously wrong here and our efforts 
to create economic stability are not well conceived. 
We 
are discouraging t h e very p r i v a t e enterprisers who are 
the hope of providing more industrial jobs by setting up 
conditions of training, unemployment compensation and 
welfare attitude which create an acute labor shortage 
in the woods.

We are training Upper Peninsulans for employ­ 
ment that cannot be supplied yet in sufficient volume 
in the D. P. and at the same time neglecting training 
of workers for U. P. jobs that could be considerably up­ 
graded with teaching and which would develop the nat­ 
ural resources of this area and encourage its industries. 
Dr. Garland says the l a c k of log making skill 
“mainly is caused by acceptance of the fiction that log­ 
gers simply cannot l>e trained.” We’d better learn to 
train some and make their work more attractive if 
w e’re to convert more of our trees into money and more 
of our unemployed into workers.

Doctors Study 


Nubian People 


ANN ARBOR (API — Oper­ 
ating on the theory that by their 
teeth shall you know them, two 
University of Michigan research ­ 
ers are going to Egypt to put to­ 
gether a facial history of the 
Nubian people. 
Drs. J a m e s E. H arris and Jo­ 
seph Hartsook of the 
universi­ 
ty ’s School of Dentistry plan to 
leave for Egypt this spring and 
return by June. The two plan to 
m ake X-rays of skulls iii ancient 
Nubian 
burial 
grounds. 
They 
olan to work quickly since the 
graveyards 
are 
in 
an 
area 
where the w aters of the Nile 
River are backing up behind the 
new Aswan Dam. 
Races Mixed 


With X-rays of the old skulls 
and X-rays of today’s Nubians, 
the dentists hope to create a 
photographic 
record 
covering 
4.000 y ears in the ra c e ’s facial 
and dental development. 
’rho Nubians are of mixed Ne­ 
gro and white background which 
has rem ained substantially 
un­ 
changed since about 2,000 B.C., 
according to the dentists. 
‘‘What we w ant to do is to find 
the relation of facial bone growth . 
patterns to dentition 'th e devel- j 
opment of teeth* and occlusion!

together*,” ! 
H arris said. 
‘‘We have tried this with y ea r­ 
ly X-rays of Ann Arbor children 
from about age three through 
the tim e they graduate from high 
school, but our population is too 
varied for sure conclusions.

Are Announced 


A 
revised 
curriculum 
pro- 
Ctam has been prepared for use 
in Manistique High School next 
year, Principal 
Marvin Fred­ 
erickson reports. The faculty, 
administration and board of ed­ 
ucation participated in planning 
for it. 
The 
changes 
include 
a 
“ double-track” or two level-of- 
ability science program which 
w ill offer Conservation in place 
of basic biology for some stu­ 
dents. First consideration w ill 
be given to 
sophomores, but 
others may elect to take it. 
Also new is a provision for 
senior boys to enroll in home 
and 
family living courses. 
A 
survey indicates about 15 boys 
would be interested in the class, 
which 
would 
study 
dating, 
preparation for marriage, bud- 
getting, care of 
children 
and 
other training. The second se­ 
mester would be in foods. 


Health Studies 
Civics, by law', now' becomes 
a full year course required for 
juniors. A course in U. S. his­ 
tory w ill be offered as an elec­ 
tive to sophomores, juniors and 
seniors. Previously, civics was 
offered for one semester only 
and U. S. history also for just 
one, instead of two, .semesters. 
The present plan calls for cov­ 
ering 
American 
history 
to 
World W ar I the first semester 
and W W I to the present in the 
second. 
Every student now will be 
required to have two years of 
health and physical education. 
This course w ill also provide 
health 
studies 
and 
classroom 
work as well as calisthenics and 
other typical “ phvs-ed” . 
Seniors must carry a normal 
academic load of four subjects. 
Students may 
enroll 
in five 
subjects if they have a “ B ” or 
better average, 
or permission 
from the instructor and coun­ 
selor. Five academic subjects is 
the maximum academic load. 


Typing Credit 
Other changes include allow­ 
ance of one academic coedit for 
typing. This course will now be 
offered before the junior year. 
.Juniors and seniors will have 
first opportunity to enroll, fol­ 
lowed by sophomores and then 
freshmen. 
The changes specify that all 
English must be passed in se­ 
quence. Students going to col­ 
lege w ill have four years of 
English. Those w'ho aren't will 
be 
permitted 
to 
substitute 
speech for one 
year. Course 
failures 
as well 
as dropped 
courses w’ill 
be indicated on 
records. 
Changes in 
the course 
of 
study include dropping Spanish 
In the 9th grade, adding conser­ 
vation for a 2-track biology of­ 
fering at grade IO. offering of 
conservation 
and 
a 
full year 
civics and U. S. History courses 
for juniors, offering typing be­ 
ginning at grade IO and addi­ 
tion of home and fam ily living 
for boys in grade 12. 


Extracurricular* 


The vocational home econom­ 
ies program is being broadened 
with some students now work­ 
ing wiUi 
Mrs. .Jessie 
Hollen- 
heck in a nurse’s aid program. 
Pre-requisites have been es­ 
tablished for some classes, to be 
certain students enrolling have 
adequate foundation to success­ 
fully take certain courses. 
Credits are 
established 
for 
extra-curricular activities. Sev­ 
enteen credits are required for 
graduation, with 15 in academic 
endeavor. One credit may be in 
physical education and one in 
extracurricular activity. Major 
sports receive a quarter credit, 
as do 
debate, 
forensics, 
glee 
club, and driver training. An 
eighth credit is given for golf. 
Half credits are 
granted 
for 
band, journalism, library meth­ 
ods, office methods, laboratory 
assistant and choir. 


More Probable 
The graduation requirements, 
rn addition to the 17 credits, in­ 
clude a unit in health and phy­ 
sical education, a unit in civics 
and four units in English. One 
year of speech may be substi­ 
tuted for senior English or two 
years of a foreign language. 
Students will be classified ac­ 


c o rd in g to the number of course 
credits earned, not the number 
nf years in school. For grade IO, 
that will mean three academic 
credits 
plus gx rn, 
grade 
ll, 
seven and two units in gym and 
12. eleven, with two in gym and 
one in civics. 
Other changes also will be 
forthcoming as the school each 
year considers its course offer­ 
ings in the 
light 
of present 
needs. Some 35 per cent of stu­ 
dents 
attend 
college, 
which 
means that 65 per cent may 
have different nerds, Freder­ 
ickson indicated. 
Mathemactics changes, to pro­ 
vide shop math and other spe­ 
cific course needs, and more 
work in reading appear likely.
